REPORT OF 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the members of the Town School Board and of the Prudential 
Committee: 
I am presenting to you the first annual report combining the 
activities of the Town School System and of the Simonds Free 
High School for the year ending June 30, 1921, 


TEACHERS AND SALARY SCHEDULE 


This year probably marked the apex of large increases in 
salary of those teachers who were neither college nor normal 
school graduates. These increases, varying from one hundred to 
three: hundred dollars and proportionately larger among graduate 
teachers of experience, resulted in the loss of four teachers from 
our elementary schools and one change in the corps of assistant 
teachers in the high school. After thirteen years of valuable 
service to the community and particularly to the high school, both 
as a teacher and for nearly three years as headmaster, Mrs. 
Florence T. Davis asked to be released in order that she might 
devote her entire time to the duties of Grand Matron of the 
Eastern Star. This necessitated changes in the distribution of 
classes between the headmaster and assistant teachers and, 
combined with the removal of the domestic arts course for the 
year, resulted in a complete change in the corps of high school 
assis‘ants. 
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ATTENDANCE STATISTICS 


Weather conditions, improved transportation facilities and 
weekly attendance reports from all schools in the five towns 
comprising the Warner Union, served to promote and sustain in 
the elementary schools a gain in the per cen* of attendance, 
while there occurred an unwarranted increase in the number of 
tardinesses. Compared with the other towns in. the Union the 
elementary schools of Warner rate third in the per cent of at- 
tendance, and are tied with Webster for third place in the redue- 
tion of tardiness. 

The high school, with an increase in the per cent of attend- 
ance and a con*inued fraction of tardiness appears on the honor 
list for attendance among the high’schools of the state.

COURSES, INSTRUCTION AND GRADUATION 


In the ieiien tars schools few changes have been made since 
last. year in the details of instruction. Reading tests and other 
sight drills have shown a distinct improvement in the reading 
ability of the first four grades. Every precaution has been taken 
to secure thought and content reproduction and to avo‘d as far 
as possible rhyme and memory recital so often mis*‘aken for read- 
ing ability. More systematic drill in phonetic spelling has been 
used to the advantage of both spelling and reading ability. In 
addition to the language and grammay outlined in the state pro-- 
gram for the first six grades a further course in oral and written 
English has been taught in the seventh and eighth grades. These 
grades also received instruction in junior mathematics including 
a large amount of practical problem work in commercial arith- 
metic combined with the study of concrete algebra and geometry. 
The Thompson Essen‘ials in Arithmetic, oral drills and written 
tests, were used to advantage in all grades to encourage greater 
speed and accuracy among pupils who were not fully qualifying 
for promotion. : 

Whe supervisor of drawing and art has placed emphasis upon 
the development of originality and correlation with the other 
school studies. This has served the double purpose +o motivate 
the drawing work for all and to indicate particular ability in 
eertain pupils. 

Changes in the high school have involved both curricula aid 
instruction. Following .a publie hearing held by the Prudential 
Committee, it was decided to gradually elimina*e stenography 
from the commercial course and to unite the remaining subjects 
of this course with the general business course. Increased salary 
expenditure demanded the elimination of one assistant teacher. 
This resul* ed in the removal of. the domestic arts course until 
there might be opportunity to offer courses in both agriculture 
and domestic arts. Two courses Temained | open to. entering 
pupils; the college preparatory. and the, general business, 

“The classes in chemistry, biology, first and. “second year 
French, and mathematics were conduc ed by the headmaster, N dr. 
arkum. Miss Williams ‘taught ‘three ‘periods of “Latin, » two 
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classes in advanced English and the first and fourth year classes 
in history. The first year class in English and the classes in 
general business and commereial work, including bookkeeping, 
advanced commercial arithmetic, history of commerce, stenog- 
raphy and typewri‘ing were taught by Miss Suttie. Miss Suttie 
also conducted the work of the school chorus one period each 
week, 

From the following class of nine students graduated from 
the high school in June, over thirty per cent are taking college 
courses in agriculture, over twenty per cent are either pursuing 
or are matriculated for classical and scientific courses in col- 
lege.

HEALTH 
Through the work of the pu»lic health nurse and the school 


_ physician a number of treatments were secured for children in 


the elementary grades. Weekly instruction in health habits was 
given by the nurse and followed up by the teachers. The schools 
were particularly fortunate in completely avoiding infectious dis_ 


“eases which caused the closing of schools in neighboring towns 


for periods of two to four weeks. 


The requirement of systematic physical exercise hy all high 
school pupils has been - productive in several cases of improved 
posture and personal bearing. The good health campaign con- 
ducted by the class in biology reached the elementary schools 


in Warner and in several neighboring towns. A banner for the 
highest score in health chores was offered by the class and won 
. by the Courser Hill school of twenty-eight pupils in Webster.

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CHANGES IN SCHOOL LAW | 


The Legislative Act of 1919 provided that schoo] districts 
qualifying for state aid must raise and appropriate for «he main- 
tenance of elementary schools, in which was scheduled the 
junior high schoo] organization of the seventh and e‘ghth grades, 
an amount equal to a five dollar tax per thousand dollars of the 
inventory valuation (Warner $977,759). Under ‘his Act War- 
mer’s share of the state aid fund actually received from the 
state treasurer was $4,527.18. | 

In the spring of 1921 the Legislature so amended the State 
Aid Act tha* the amount required by the district qualifying for 
state aid must equal a tax of five dollars per thousand dollars 
of the equalized valuation (Warner $1,482,547.) This amend- 
mént has served to throw back upon the school districts a large 
share of the increased cost of education. I: has in fact served 
to eliminate from state aid a considerable number of the smaller 
towns. 

Among the 256 school districts in the state in 1920-21 ar- 
ranged according to current local expenditures for public eduea- 
tion, including the cost of both high and elementary schools and 
excluding the purchese of new land, the cost of new buildings 
and equipment, and the payment of debt on such lands and 
buildings, Bartlett Special District stands at the head of the 
list with a cos* of $21.39 per thousand dollars of equalized valua- 
tion. Warner is 144th from the head of the list with a current 
local expenditure for both the high school and elementary schools 
of $8.13 per thousand dollars of equalized valuation. The cost 
in 82 districts in ‘he state was more than $10 per thousand of 
their equalized valuation. A definite comparison of this type 
indicates that Warner’s educational expenditures have been pro- 
gressive, but not extravagant. 


CONCLUSION 


The superintendent wishes to express his appreciation to the 
members of the Town School Board, members of the Prudential 
Committee and to the teachers in both the high and elementary 
schools for their interest and hearty co-operation in ‘he work of 
the past year. The loyalty of parents, citizens and alumni to the 
ideals of educational progress in Warner has been gtatifying.

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SIMONDS FREE HIGH SCHOOL 
REPORT OF HEADMASTER 


To the Prudential Committee: 

It is with pieasure that I submit my second annual report; 
pleasure because of the cordial relationships which have existed 
between. the committee, the superintendent, and all connected’ 
with the school; as well as the record we have made, credit for” 
which should be extended to you because of your careful atten- 
ton to school needs; sympathetic attention to school demands and” 
excellent discretion and judgment. Last year’s record stands’ 
quite alone and must be disposed of separately since our school 
needs, aspirations and accomplishments must be viewed from an 
entirely different angle. The graduation of the class of 1921. 
marked te clo:ing of an era and Simonds Free High School 
seems: to 52 well started on a new career. 

The completion of the 1929-1921 session found several 
achivements of which the town and school should feel - justly 
proud. Your school gained recognition among the schools of the’ 
state for excellent attendance and tardiness records. The work in 
several departments was especially commended, notably the as- 
sembly period, knowledge of which may be somewhat limited, Dut - 
which cannot be elaborated here. The school received the ap- 
proval of the State Department of Education and the record of 
the graduates is gratifying. Four are in college, one enters next 
September, and three are teach’ng in this union. Cae is working: 
in Warner. . 

It is impossible to: further consder the previous year without 
reference to our present activities. since our work has preserved. 
a certain continuity. Therefore I will present to you three phases. 
of our work; namely the present physcal condition of the sehool ;. 
our aims and accomplishments in the work of educating, and one; 
or two recommendations: ais 

No worth while work can be accomplished under unfavorable 
conditions, hence it has been our aim to improve, with as little 
outlay of money as possible, the appearance of the plant and the 
utility of the equipment. In this work we have been ably sec- 
onded by the painstaking conscientious work of our janitor. The 
building has been kept clean, neat, and warm and I %elieve the 
interest of pupils has been increased on this account. There has 
heen little disposition to mar buildings or grounds, although. 
they were not always new or of a sort to inspire care. A field 
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day last spring started a campaign of improvement inside and out 
which will be continued this spring. The grounds have been put 
in shape and all improvements on them made without cost to the 
town. We acknowledge the gift of 100 trees from Mr. C. W. 
Adams, a Jarge per cent of which are doing well. With the help 
of the class in agriculture other improvements will be made this 
year. ‘Repairs on the main buikling have been made, including 
paint and varnish. Hardwood floors are now needed on half of the 
first floor as well as hardwood treads on the stairs. The build- 
ing used for a forge shop has been repaired and made into a 
- thoroughly satisfactory laboratory and wood-work shop. Much 
of the work of making this usable was done »y the boys: taking 
courses there. A building suitable for a forge shop is naw 
needed and could be built at no cost outside of the lumber. The 
former laboratory was remodelled for a domestc science kitchen 
and has proved quite satisfactory. With the prospects of an 2n- 
rollment of well over a hundred for next year more room wili be 
imperative. With this in view, I should recommend an investi- 
gation Of the possibility of finishing two rooms on the third floor 
of the main building. There is ample room now unused and the 
project appears feasible. 

The equipment has been added to and effort made to keep 
already existing materials :o that at present we are well sup- 
plied. Replacements of some text books and the addition of some 
more modern books are much needed, however. The shops and 
laboratories are well supplied and the Rae hace of a few articles 
each year with careful preservation of what we already have, 
shouid keep us as well equipped as any schoo! in the state. With 
this aim, I have inaugurated a system of careful accounting for 
school supplies, inventories, etc., which shou'd eradicate duplica- 
tions and serve to keep information regarding our standing 
easily availaule. Space prevents details along this line. 

Our aim remains as stated in my last report; namely, the 
development of character, habits of work and study, how to 
think, work and study, rather than actual mastering of a large 
number of facts which would not be long remembered. It is of 
extreme importance that this aim should be recognized and ap- 
_preciated for it is only as parents see the possibilities along this 


‘line and co-operate in carrying owt the work that it can suc- 


eeed, We are not teaching morals or ethics as separate studies, 
but we are striving to place the emphasis.on attitude and method 
rather than on content. in school work. The limited scope of this. 
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paper makes it impossible to go into further detail, but the re- 
sults obtained so far justify this course. They are not so quick- 
ly obtained or so readily recognized as the resulis of rote mem- 
ory or stereotyped lessons, but they are felt in due time. We 
do not, however, neglect the content of courses as is evidenced 
by our approval by the state department. In connection with 
this, allow me to commend to you the persistent loyalty and 


earnest co-operation of our teachers. [elations between teach-. 


ers and pupils have remained cordial and mutually helpful. 
One outstanding need of the school is a provision for physical 


work. Ten minuttes a day has been devoted tc exercises through- 


out the year. The aptitude of the pupils is as marked as their 
need for the work. The response has been excellent and I %e- 
lieve the exercise period is the one we could least afford 
to miss as well as the one which would be most regretted. This 
work should be tremendously expanded. At present there is no 
adequate provision for physical work. Give our boys and girls a 
place in which to exercise and you will see immediate results in 
increased interest and better work in school. Our girls espe- 
cially need some provision for organized play and systematic ex- 
ercise. I close this report, then, with a plea for your immediate 
consideration of this most important school need.
